Our Hymns and Tnucs Jiot Popular. 
*'Wo do not hear our young people sing- 


ing hymns as they go about the house, or as 
they are at work. They are not heaid in 
the shops as they used to be, where work is 
largely automatic. The hymns and tunes 
ai e not populai, They were popular not 
many yeavs ajo. The reason for this change 
is to be found, no doubt, in the character of 
both the hymns and tlie tunes, but especially 
in the latter. The new music is technical, 
not emotional. The tunes are harmonies, 
not melodies. The air does not stand alone; 
does not fill the ear or satisfy the desiro 
when sung alone. It is lacking in fulness, 
and bleaks down here and there when with- 
out the other pails of the harmony.

Andintittorlng oursoa on the Kabylo dev- 


ils, who lind just raided and killed a rnnnH 
Ml! lenient o£ peaceful French "colons," 
bur old oolonol ontorod his ''gonrW to 
nwiilfcnownfroin the diiloront reconnoitcr- 
1m;- parties gcouring tho surrounding 
boimtry for tbo wild marauders. A low 
talnutCH Inter I wns cuntoring wostward 
j K i i h iny mon toward tho Three Wolla In 
the foothills, i.vhero It was thought tho 
plundering Kubylcs might bo hiding. Wo 
sniveled all tlio forenoon nt a lively giiit, 
remounted oriel licgnn picitfiig" our' way 
rcoro slowly, availing ourselves of tho 
icnaty cover tho stunted buebos afforded. 
Tho Btin wasst.ill high over the hills when 
if o arrived nt Brocly-Arbl, an old dlainan 
tied building, long abandoned now, and 
^Irlilch had beou n military post for one of 
jtlio Bureaux .Arnbcs many years ago. It, 
mt\3 nt tho juncture of two mountain 
pusses, ;ho Goron pass going north over 
jtho low foothilla, and Zautohs pass, really 
0 valley, running up between two spurs of 
tlin Atlns frowning down upon ua. 


I now stopped my men and repented to 


thorn tho colonel's orders. I told thom if 
W(* vrero discovered or attacked to retront; 
north :lmmedlatoly, each one for himself 
tun! 
'without n moment's hesitation, 


through tho Goron pass and then go buck 
to tho BtjUiidron by any of tho numerous 
trulls going east, thus describing n half 
circle to mislead tho Arabs and conceal 
thr, whereabouts of our ndvanolng troops. 


Having done this, I told thom to scatter 


on tho eloping Bides of tlio Znatclis puss, 
taking groat oarcnot to bo discovered, and 
to meet mo in a clump of cork oaks at tho 
foot of tho steep path lendlng-4p to the 
Tlirco Wells at tho head of tho valley.

(VGncod cautiously peering from behind 
rock or bowlder for traces of '.he over vigi- 
lant Kabylos. 


1 It was about half on hour boforo sun- 
down when wo mot below tho wells. . Mo- 
|hammod ben Akbnr, tho native "spnhis" 
Bcrgoant, reported first fresh traces of 
horses going up tho valley and somo date 
Btoncs still humid on tho cast side of a 
bowlder. 
This wns proof that an Arab 


had made there a very recent incnl, ns they 
Would have dried in tho sun, tho shadow 
of the rock not having reached tho placo 
wliero they were thrown more tlinn an 
hour boforo our passage. All, my orderly, 
nnd his other comrade had, like myself. 
only found traces of horses at tho foot of 
tho pat.h by tho slump of oaks where wo 
nmv stood. As I huv'o said, this path rose 
from hero abruptly for about 70 foot to a 
platform just above our heads, where a 
fo\v palm trees and a denser growth form- 
ed n kind of grovo around three basins of 
muddy water culled tho Three Wells. Tho 
pn:-Dlng Kubylcs sometimes halted in tula 
60i' luilcd spot and ovon onmped by an old 
''marabout" near tho unfrequented wnter 
holes. This was the plaoe where wo hoped 
f.O l»o«to tho wilji imU1<i»>o; i»o i-.liaj/ ™>nckl. 
eri'd themselves perfectly secure horn from 
nil pursuit or approach. 
Wo accordingly 


tied up our horses in tho thickest part of 
tho oak grovo after having put our bur- 
nouses (olonks) round our swords, strapped 
to tho saddles, to prevent their rattling. 
Thumen, at Mohammed's snggestlon, each 
took off a saber strap and tied- it tightly 
round their horses' tongues, twisting it 
Him a tourniquet nnd securing it with tho 
curb chain. 
Tliia is an Arab trick to pre- 


vent horses neighing when it is impera- 
tive they sjiculd not be discovered. 
1 As my swcrd was slung to the saddle 
in n fixed bout without straps, I took off 
m> revolver thong and used it as the men 
had done with thoir "believe straps," 
leaving thus my revolver loose in tho bol- 
ster nt my bolt. Wo then glided away in 
alienee, creeping up tho steep banks with 
Inlinito precautions, knowing well that 
doirction meant donth to us all. I found 
It very hard work climbing up through 
the bushes and prickly pears, stopping nt 
each step with every nerve strained nnd 
veins throbbing seemingly to iny ear. 
Finally I reached tho plateau and begun 
ormvling cautiously to-.vnrd tho pools. I 
Was brought to a standstill by an open

", _ My nttontion wns now strained to tho 


- .btniost, for I could now discern a column 
-at smoke rising In tho trees on tho other 
side only n few hundred feet away. Skirt- 
Ing the clearing, I worked hnlf way sound 
it through tho bushes an'd stopped a mo- 
ment on the other sldo under a thick ar- 
butus. 1 was Jflst preparing to head 
straight for the concealed camp. when a 
shout, caoglit up by n host of others, and 
govoral shots in quick succession showed 
wo had been discovered. 
Tho noise of a 


rapidly advancing crowd told mo that 
flight to the horses was my only chance if 
. 1 conid reach them before being out off. 
I dashed wildly across tho open glen, lift- 
Ing the Dap of my revolver holster at my 
sido as I ran. Only 20 feet more, and I 
am nndcr shelter of tho oaks. 
But with 


a piuDgc and a sickening sensation all bo- 
comes dark, nnd llfo seems utterly blotted 
out by tho shook of a mighty thunderclap.

The Japanese written and printed 


character consists of the Chinese id'eo- 
graphs, those complicated square flguijcs 
made up of an apparent jumble of zigzags 
and crosses and ticks and triangles and 
tails — 'the footprints of a drunken fly'— 
and of the original Japanese syllabary, 
called knna. Of tho former there are 30,- 
000 in nil, of which perhaps 14,000 consti- 
tute tho scholar's vocabulary, and no,few- 


known to everybody. Therefore the Jap- 
(vnese compositor has to be prepared to 
place In his stick any one of over 4,000 
different types— truly an appalling task; 


"From the nature of the problem sev- 


eral consequences naturally follow. First, 
ho must be a good deal of a scholar him- 
self to recognize all these instantly and;ao- 
ourately; secondly, his eyesight suffers- 
fearfully, and he generally wears a huge 
pair of magnifying goggles, and, third,; us 
id is physically impossible for any ono man 
to reach 1,000 types a totally different 
method of case arrangement has to bo-do- 
vised.

''The 'typo,' therefore, of whom there 


aro only thrco or four on a paper, sits at a 
lictlo table at one end of a large room, with 
tbo case containing his 47 kana syllables 
before him. From end to end of the room 
tall oases of typo are arranged like the 
shelves in a crowded library, a passage 
three feet wide being left between each 
two. The compositor receives his copy in 
large places, whioh he outs into little takes 
and hands each of these to one of half a 
dozen boys who assist him. The boy takes 
this and proceeds to walk about among
